New York, N.Y., Aug. 10— 
The bodies of forty babies are 
at the morgue today, victime 
of the intense heat yesterda 
and today. Ten thousan 
slept in the open air on the 
beach last night. 
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It was hot yesterday. In fact it was 
adjectively humid, but though the 
plugs were melted from the transpir- 
atory organs it was not because the 
mercury had poked a hole in the top 
of the glass, but mare because of the 
unusual humidity éf the atmosphere. 
The highest the thermometer register- 
ed was 80 degrees. This is three de- 
grees below the maximum tempera- 
ture on July 22 and 29, the two hottest 
days this summer. 

No heat prostrations were reported 
in th e city yesterday, nor in any part 
of the west. In Southern Alberta high 
teperatures were recorded, Medicine 
Hat 92, Macleod 91, and Lethbridge 
39. These were the highest registered 
in the west. 

In the big eastern cities the toll of 
death of the heat wave has been 
great. In New York seven deaths re- 
sulted, and many others were tempor- 
arily overcome.

MADE 750 MILES 
IN 141-2 DAYS 


in City—Indians in Bad Shape 
in North. 


Thirty-two years in the service of 
the Hudson’s Bay company, the last 
twenty of which were spent at Fort 
Vermilion on the Peace and the first 
twelve at Edmonton, is the long re- 
cord of the life in Western Canada of 
Francis D. Wilson. The factor of 
the old fur company at the far north- 
ern post arrived in the city. yesterday 
afternoon after a record te This is 
his first visit to Bdmonton in eix 
years and the marvellous growth since 
1903 is one of the incidents that has 
most impressed him, 

From Fort Vermilion to Edmonton, 
a distance roughly speaking of 750 
miles, in fourteen and a hali days, is 
the record of the trip to the capital. 
From the Fort Factor Wilson went up 
the Peace river to the Crossing in the 
Hudson’s Bay steamer Peace River. 
After crossing overland to Lesser Slave 
Lake he took steamer to Soto Landing, 
40 miles down the Slave river from the 
Lake and the remainder of the dist- 
ance he covered in canoe, travelling 
day and night. The trip from the 
Landing to Edmonton was not the 
least rapid part of the journey. On 
Sunday evening he leit that point with 
J. L. Lessard, at six o'clock, and 
reached Edmonton at half past two 
yesterday afternoon, traveliing all 
night. : 

One of the reasons of Mr. Wilson’s 
fast trip was to meet his daughter, 
who is returning from college at To 
ronto after a six years’ course. She 
went north last week and passed her 
father at the_rapids on the Little 
Slave river. Mr. Wilson has also a 
son attending college at Toronto and 
another with his brother Ri N. Wil- 
son! Indian agent at the Blood Re- 
serve, Macleod. The latter, he will 
visit this week and then return te 
Eximonton in time to reach Vermilion 
by the loth of September. 

The Scarcity of Fur. 

“The scarcity of fur has been the 
cause of great poverty among the In- 
dians during the past winter,"”’ said 
the Hudsons Bay company factor to 
the Bulletin, ‘and the present indica- 
tions aré that next winter the condi- 
tions will be little improved. The 
suffering among the Hay River In- 
dians has been especially great and 
they have been reduced to the ex- 
pedient of eating the pack horses. Aid 
has been given by the government and 
the Mudson’s Bay company, but this 
was insufficient to meet the needs.’ 

At Fort Vermilion is the farthest 
north roller flour mill in Canada. It 
is operated by The Company and 
handles the wheat that is raised by 
the farmers, about twenty-five in all, 
who live around the post. On several 
occasions wheat has also been taken 
down the river from the farm ol Allie 
Brick at Peace River Crossing. This 
mill supplies all the flour for the 
posts in the far north, and is shipped 
hundreds of miles to the Aretic circle, 

“The crops at Vermilion are not os 
large this year as in the past,” said 
Mr. Wilson. “This is owing mostly 
to the fact that there has been too 
much dry weather. The yield will, 
however, average about 20 bushels to 
the acre and this is a pretty fair yield. 

“The population of Fort Vermilion 
[ would estimate to be about 250 
whites and halibreeds. We intended 
taking a census this spring, but it did 
not materialize,’ 

The Experimental Station. — 

At Fort Vermilion is a Dominion 
government experimental station i 
charge of Robert Jones. Mr, Jones 
owns u farm and part of it, about six 
acres in all, he has set apart for ex- 
perimental purposes with splendid re- 
sults. He is accomplishing much 
along the line of scientific agriculture 
and in the next few years this farm 
is expected to bring this section of the 
Peace river district into prominence, 

Today Mr. Wilson is renewing ac- 
quaintances with old friends in the 
city. Among the number are G, J. 


‘Kinnaird, with whom he worked many 


years ago in Klmonton as employees 
of The Company.

RAID ON LONDON BANKS 
Daring Attempt to Secure Over Halil 
a Million, 


London, Aug. 9.—A daring attempi 
was made recently to @eiraud four 
London banks of £120,000 

The banks in question each receiv 
ed on the same morning a cablegram 
from Rio de Janeiro in the bank ciph 
er, properly authenticated by seerot 
code words, directing them to pay 
to a certain man mentioned, whose 
address was given at a Bloomsbury 
hotel, the sum of nearly £30,000, and 
to charge the sendera of the eable 
gram with the amount, | 

A call was first made at the Russian 
bank in Gracechurch street, Tht 
magnitude of the sum asked for had 
made the officials suspicious, and va 
latter’s answers to questions not 
proving setisfactory, an appeintment 
was made for another day. 

Communicetion was opened with 
Rio de Janiero, and it transpired that 
the cablegram was a forgery and had 
been sent by a man who was formerly 
an employe of the South American 


hank. 

Meanwhile three other men had 
called at three other banks on pre- 
cisely similar errands, but with no 
more success than that achieved by 
the first. 

The city police, as soon as they 


received notification of the facts, ad 
vised the city banks and other bank 
ing houses throughout the country of 
the form of fraud which the men were 
attempting to practice, 

A deseription of the cajler at the 
Russian bank has been secured, He 
described being of powerful 
build, broad-shouldered, about thirty 
five years of age, height 5 ft. Min., 
little black moustache, swarthy wear

Halifax, August. 9.—As many men 
as last seasou will not likely be at 
tracted this summer to the western 
harvest flelde,, The chief reason fot 
this is that it Will cost more to go 
frémh Nova Scotia, The railway fare 
je wbout one-third higher than the 
figures of last season. 

The Intercolonial and Dominion At- 
lantic railwayg made.a big kick about 
the depopulation of the east « year 
ago through the harveat excursions. 
Now they decline to “pro rate,” that 
is*to reduce their rates along with 
the C.P.R. to make a low through 
rate. The C.P.R. rate on its own line 
from St. John also is two dollars 
higher than last year. Hf the west is 
to take 80 many young men some 
shall pay for it, is what the eastern 
railways are saying. 

Except for this the labor market 
in Nova Scotia is favorable for a big 
exodus to the wheat fields. The coal 
miners’ strike in Cape Breton should 
make it easy for a great number to 
go west. At the collieries a couple 
of thousand men are idle. The diffi- 
culty with these men jis that they 
have not the cash to pay transporta- 
tion charges. 

Take it all in all the indicationa 
are that there will be less men this 
year for the western market -excur- 
sions, but this is not because of a 
searcity of unemployed, or a lack of 
men who would be willing to go. The 
reason is first, because of the increas 
ed railway charge and the shortness 
of cash. Anether cause. that might 
be given is that last. year men went 
out who in all cases were not able 
at least not without a good deal of 
delay, to obtain employment. 

Fewer From Nbw. Brunswick. 

St. Jchn, N.B,, August 9.—There 
will be Only one train laborers’ ex- 
ecursion from the Maritime Provinces 
to the northwest this year. This 
will leave August 11. The Canadian 
Pacific expects to handle 4,400 on this 
excursion, bat owing to the limited 
time in which advertising could be 
done and ‘the increase in rates this 
year the number may be considerably 
below that estimate. 

The first train is @cheduled to leave 
8t. John at 7 p.m. August 11 and 
will carry excursionists from St. 
John and vicinity and pick up pas- 
sengera from Fredericton and points 
north and south. Other trains will 
follow a8 soon aa they arrive here 
from the east. Between’ seven and 
eight hundred passengers are expect- 
ed from Prince Edward Island end 
will be delivered to the Intercolonial 
at Point Du Chene. Chatham re- 
ports that about 150 will go from 
Miramichi. Reports from Charlotte 
County indicate a much smaller 
number of harvest hands than in for- 
mer years. 

Locally, agricultuyal conditions afe 
godd, All the *milig and industries 
are working full time and constrac- 
tion work on the Tranécontinenta! pro- 
vides ample employment for surplus 
labor. Over a thousand strikers 
from Grace Bay have been employed 
on the Transcontinental in the past 
few weeks. This employment will 
tend to reduce the number of harvest 
excursionists. 


On August 14 the vanguard of the 
army of harvest hands from Eastern 
Canad to help the west garner in 
the 1999 crop is expected to arrive 
in Winnipeg. The first excursion train 
ak usual comes from the Maritime 
provinces and will leave laden with 
blue noses from the farm, the mines 
and sea on August 14. It is dae to 
reach Winnipeg the night of August 
14, or the morning of August 15. 

It will be the first of the annual 
harvest excursions from» Eastern 
Canada, Following the blue noses 
will be the contingent from Quebec, 
while the last and the largest excur- 
sions will be from old Ontario with 
the sons sf that province, through 
with their own harvest ready to help 
the west. : 

Preparations for Crop. 

For weeks preparations have been 
made by the C.P.R, to“handle — the 
big excursions.

Troubles of Ticket Agent. 

“Imagine a train of twenty-four 
Coaches arriving laden with two 
thousand shrieking Indians all want 
ing to be ticketed at the same time 
and at qnee, They crowd around the 
window score talking at once, fir- 
ing questions at every angle and on 
every topic aa if we were walking ed}- 
tions of the latest encyclopedia. They 
don’t éven know where they want’ to 
go.

You 
encounter in the space of five min- 
utes the breaths of every variety of 
whiskey which can be secured from 
Halifax to Winnipeg. It is enougn 
t. drive a‘ strong man insane and «# 
teefotaller to drink. 

“You probably won’t believe it, but 
the ignorance of those who come in 
on the harvest excursions as to the 
west is simply astonishing. Talk 
about the ignorance of the English 
immigrant-in regard to Canadian geo: 
grephy but he is a college graduate 
compared with some of these harvest 
hands. They come to the wicket and 
say they want a ticket for Manitob:. 
You can’t get it into their heads that, 
they are already in Manitoba an 
that Saskatchewan and Alberta are 
not wayside towns. Strange to say 
the Ontario. men are often the most 
ignorant. 

“Last year we handled in one day 
5,000 men, ticketed them and sent 
them out in special treins. That is 
going some I can tell you.” 

Position of Banks.

SAYS TROLLEY CAR IS A MENACE 


Lancet Says Danger Will Arise From 
Too Cheap Travelling Facilities. 


London, August 9.—The | Lancet 
publishes a strong warning arainst 
dangers to the race arising from too 
cheap transit facilities. “The din- 
ducement to ride rather than walk ‘is 
a temptation which continually con 
fronts the public,” says the Lancet. 
“It is not difficult to see in this a 
process which is calculated to lead to 
physical and not improbably/ mental 
demoralization, If a man can reach 
his home by tram-car or omnibus for 
one cent he is not going to trouble 
himself to walk any distance. 

“He thus loses daily a valuable 
and healthful form of exercise, be 
cause the travelling is so cheap. 
Formerly he walked to save the rela- 
tively costly fare. 

“The lift is another example of 
modern innovation which, encourages 
idleness, and which, ‘indeed, threat- 
ens to make the staircase super- 
fluous and dbaolete. 

“Another example of the demoral 
izing .tendency to cheap transii is 
geen in the travelling platform which 
is designed to save so much malk- 
ing. Everywhere machinery is de- 
vised: to save physical effort, as if we 
possessed no means for getting about 
ourselves. 

“Surely this state of things cannot, 
count for sturdiness and healthful! 
activity in the future generation, but 
is more dikely -to lead to a state, 
of atrophy which must react 
favorably on the individual. It is 
open to question whether the human 
race is better off for the munber of 
facilities which constantly are thrown! 
in ite way.”

In addition to the cost of paving 
there ig also the cost of laying the 
Witer and #ewer connections, On Na- 
inayo there wil 
tuns ut the rate of $60 each, making 
a tctal cost of $9,000; on First street 
the new water main will run from Me- 
Kenzie north and on Jasper there 
will be no work of this kind as the 
water and sewer mains are in the 
lanes. 

There were present at the meeting 
Mayor Lee and Ald. ‘MelInnis, Agar, 
“Armstrong and Gariepy. 

In the discussion Ald. McInnis stren- 
uously opposed the expenWiture of fur- 
ther money for paving this year. 

The resolution in favor of the pav- 
ing was moved by Ald. Armstrong, 
seconded by Ald. Fraser and support- 
ed by Ald, Agar and Gariepy. Ald. 
McInnis, after moving a_ resolution 
opposing further paving this year, 
which was not seconded, voted agsinst 
the resolution and Mayor Lee also 
asked that his name be recorded in 
Oopposition.to the motion. 

The discussion was brought before 
the board by the reading of the es- 
timate of the engineer whieh was prac- 
tically the same as that given at last 
week's meeting. : 

Ald. Mcinnis Opposes. 

Ald. McInnis said that he was 
strongly opposed to paving further 
this season. He had property on one 
of the streets discussed but despite 
thia he was strongly opposed to the 
further paving. He disapproved of 
suddling a further debt of over $100,- 
000 for Namayo avenue alone on the 
eity this scason. ; 

The proposal was not on a par with 
that of last year when the estimated 
money for paving had not been ex- 
pended when it was decided to do Rice 
street, This year $125,000 had been 
set aside for paving and already $129,- 
000 had been expended. : 

A Sectional Condition. 

“It shows a most marked sectional 
condition,” he continued, ‘‘when three 
aldermen with property on Namayo} 
attempt to railroad this paving pro- 
position through the council. If these 
gentlemen had proposed this at the 
first of the year and had determined 
to stand or fall on this question I 
would have resigned and again con- 
tested my election on this issue.” 

Ald. Armstrong warmly resented the 
ineinuation that he had been “pulling 
strings” to increase the value of his 
own property, 

“These remarks are uncalled for, 
unneccessary and as far as I am con- 
cerned are untruthful” he said. “I 
have tried to uphold all parts of the 
city and I have never tried to feather 
my own nest, I think it is poor 
financing to lay street car rails this 
year on unpaved streets and thea 
tear them up in. a year or eighteen 
months.” ; 

Alderman MDeInnis said that his 
reference to Namayo Avenue at last 
neeting as “a lane” had been mus 
construed,” He had called it such oe- 
cause in the report of the engineer 
it was the only thoroughlare on which 
no intersections were shown and such 
conditions could only exist in a lane. 
Tle also contended that it was poor 
business when ratepayers on Kinis- 
io, Fraser and around the mark +t

HIDES,2 LEATHER AND BOOTS. 


Toronto Globe—The latest entangh 
ment in the United States tariff dis- 
cussion emphasizes the fact that there 
sno such thing as raw material in 
the sense protectionista think they un. 
derstand it, The ranchers who pro- 
duce hides, the tanners who produce 
leather, and the manufacturers who 
produce boots and shoes have diffi- 
culty in reaching an agreement as to 
their respective shares of the “over- 
charges they will be allowed to make 
on the general public. Hides are not 
raw material to the western rancher, 
but an important and finished pro- 
duet. To the tanner the hides are 
raw material, but the finished output 
is leather, ‘suis is in return the raw 
material of the shoe iactories and har- 
ness factories, The finished products 
of these industries are the raw ma- 
terial of the western ranchers, and 
thus the circle is completed, Each 
interest in this eirele of industry 
wants it broken by the tariff in such 
a way as to increase the price of its 
raw material, 

The ranchers were reconciled to the 
protection on hides, the un- 
derstanding being that there would be 
t material reduction in the duty on 
harness and on boots and shoes, When 
ll seemed ready for this compromise 
t was discovered that the bill eon- 
tained a complicated tax on these pro- 
ducts varying in many ways according 
to their component materials. Exper- 
ence with the application of such tax- 
itions convinced the ranchers that 
there would be no reduction in their 
loreed contributions to the harness 
and boot manufacturers adequately 
compensating for the surrender of 
their protection on hides, The redeem.

THE EAST NORTHLAND 


Engineer Crean fublishes Booklet 
Dealing With Resources of North- 
ern Saskatchewan’ From Prince 
Albert to Churchill River—Much 
Agricultural Land. 


After exploring 22,000,000 acres of 
eoantry in northern Saskatchewaa, 
north and’ west of Prince Albert, as 
far as Churchill river, it has beea 
found Nhat there are 3,900,000 acres 
of water, 5,060,000 of land suitable for 
settlement and 12,000,000 of wet land 
The “latter can all be drained and 
madé good dor settlement. This is 
the result of the exploratiéns of 
Frank J. P. Crean, C.E., of the rai}- 
way lands department, Ottawa, The 
story and result of his trip througn 
the north in an attractive booklet en- 


titled,) ‘‘Northland Exploration,’ 
whieh hes just been issued by the de- 
partment, 


Mr. Cyean and an assistant speat 
six months in the country studying 
ui conditions relative to agricultur’, 
nnd have ascertained that there is « 
vert amount of splendid land for mix- 
ed farming that needs only railway 
iscilities to bring it within reach «t 
-« tlers. Many splendid gardens wer 
ecen and barley and oats grew to 
erly maturity as far north as Lac La 
.oche, which is nearly 200 miles 
eth of Prince Albert. Photos were 
tikew of all these sights of intere#t 
uta Many are reproduced in the book- 
lt. There are good canes routes into 
toe foumry but summer travel by 
land is difticult on aecount of rivers 
uml lakes. There is an abundanes 
of water over the whole disiriet and 
settlers will be assured of plenty of 
wood and good hay land in almost 
any Vicinity they locate, 

Character ot Soil. 

In the southeasterly portion of the 
district the soil is a light loam with 
a blue clay sub-soilk towards the west 
the soil is light loam with sandy clay 
sub-soil. There is an abundance «* 
good hay land along the Sandy river. 
‘there is fertile land along the Buffa 
lo Jake and at La Loche lake the soil 
is very rica, being a heavy loam from 
Is inches to greater depths. West of 
the height of land at Portage Li 
Loche. there is good soil and a large 
territory of good country, 

The climate over the whole distrit 
is most favorable, the winters being 
no more severe ‘than in the settled 
portions of Saskatchewan. The ‘rost 
which damaged the grain in Saskatch- 
ewan in 1908 did not affeet the grain 
and garden stuff in the north country 
at all. At Portage La Loche, th 
most northerly point reached by Mr. 
Crean, he saw potatoes on September 
17 that had not been touched by th 
frost. He was struck by the variety 
of garden stuff that was grown in 
great profusion and with great sue 
cess at all of the mission stations 
and the Hudson’s Bay posts. The 
lakes began to treeze over on Oct 20; 
but this was followed by a warm spe t 
and they were navigable for two 
weeks longér. 

A Fine Ranching Country. 

Along the Big river in the southern 
portion of the tract_is a fine ranching 
country, where plenty of hay, water 
and good shelter abounds. The coun- 
try is principally open, dotted with 
bluffs of poplar, and there is hay 
everywhere. The grass cures well on 
the stock and: the rolling hills blow 
elear of snow, making them as good 
for cattle as the Porcupine hills o1 
Southern Alberta. There is even bot- 
ter cattle range in the valley of the 
Pembina river to the southwest of 
Portage La Loche. -Hay was siacke 1 
oll over the country close to the trai!s 

Goeme is Abundant. 

There is an abundance of all kinds 
of game throughout the country, ‘0 
cluding moose, cariboo, deer, black 
and cinnamon bears, lynx, timber 
wolf, fox, wolverine, otter, beaver, 
mink, merten, muskrat, rabbit “and 
squirrel, There are also large num- 
bers of various wild dowl and part- 
ridges. Moose and ecariboo are beins 
killed by the natives in large num 
bers and deer are. being almost ex- 
terminated by wolves, 

One of the great assests of the coun 
try is the supply of excellent white 
fish that are to be found in all the 
lakes and rivers. The pike or jack 
fish is equaliy plentiful, but is not so 
valuable for food, There is sma! 
timber scattered all over the tract ex- 
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abundant te be valuable commerciat® 
ly. There is ample timber for settlers 
use, but not enough for a lumber in- 
dustry. There were at one time large 
areas of merchantable timber in the 
country, but they have been destroy: 


ed by numerous fires that have raged 


through it. There are a great many 
prospectors who have been up througn 
the north and heve located in differ- 
ent ‘places, and, though Mr, Crean 
had no doubt of there being valuab'e 
mineral supplies, he had ne direct 
evidence to that effect. 

What appealed to the explorer was 
the convenience and abundance ci 
sites for small water power plants. 
They were located that for grist and 
lumber mills and lighting and pump- 
ing plants they could be used with 
great economy. On the La Portage 
riger, the Roman Catholic mission, 
there is a saw mill operated by water 
power. It is also used for a pump- 
ing plant and an electric light plant 
is being installed for the use of the 
mission, 

At the north of Green lake there i- 
quite a settlement of hali-breeds, and 
the Hudson’s Bay company end Re- 
villon Bros. have posts, as well as a 
big mission, The priest in charge ct 
the mission, Father Teston, has 4 
fine growth of garden stuff. He in- 
formed Mr. Crean that he had grewn 
outs and barley for fifteen years Bute 
cessively and had not had a singt 
failure. A native, named Morin, sail 
that he had raised oats, potatoes and 
barley for 35 yearé im that plate anal 
did not remember having had one 
fuilure. Morin has thirty-five head 
of cattle and twelve norses, 

Fine Cattle Range. 

To the north of the tract is the big 
valley of the Clearwater river, much 
like the valley o7 the North Saska.- 
ehewan, and is a splendid ¢attle rang 
and, in the,opinion of tht explorer, 
should be a good farming country. 
are lrage open pralgies ant 
vetch and pea vine grows everywhére, 
The soil is a godd loam with sandy 
clay sub-soil. Reports were given him 
by the managers of the fur-trading 
posts.and by natives that wheat had 
teen ripened easily on account of the 
long days. 

Wheat at Lac La Ronge. 

Wheat has been raised successful- 
ly in the Lae La Ronge district and 
at Stanley Mission there is quite a 
settlement, The mission was estap- 
tishedk by Rev. Mr. Hunt, an Angli 
can clergyman, who not only built 
a beautiful church, put also planted 
wheet and barley as far back as 1861. 
Then he built a mill for grinding wis 
wheat At first it was a hand mill 
and Tater a water power mill, which 
wes fised not only for the

The natives in the north find 
that it is more profitable to haul the 
hay for the freighters than to grow 
stuff themselves and this to a large 
extent accounts for them being back- 
ward in agricuitural work. There. is 
a considerable body of timber at the 
south end of Montreal lake, but it 
is on the Indian reserve. On the east 
and west shores the landsis ewampy. 
To the north there’ is considerable 
good land, but no farming has been 
done there as yet. On Deer lake, just 
east of the narrows thet 
mn living who has a fine garden. 
The land around Deer lake. is. good, 
and to the explorer looked splendid 
for development. There is Gonside: 
ale fishing carried on by Prince Al- 
bert firms in the lakes in this dis- 
trict. Reviilon Bros. and the Hud 
son’s Bay company. both have posis 
at the south end of Montreal lake and 
secure a large catch of far, mostly 
rat, as the fine furs are getting scarce 
in the district.

KILLED CHILDREN 
AND THEN HERSELF 


Chicage Mother Could Not Bear That 
They Should Learn of Her Dis. 
grace—Wanted to be Sure of 
Them Reaching Heaven, 


Chicago, Aug. &.—Mrs. Emma Mich- 
els killed her two children and also 
herself yesterday when the story of 
her past was resurrected by her hus- 
band’s family in a supposed effort 
to disgrace the nother before her cail- 
dren, 

Meta, 15 years old, and Gustsy, 12, 
were suffocated with gas a* they lay 
in bed. When the mother had waited 
outside their tightly closed room until 
she was sure they were dead, she put 
the. tube from the gas stove in her 
mouth and died as she sat in a chair 
by the kitchen door. 

In her farewell letters Mrs. Michels 
told the story of alleged persecution 
by her husband's family and confess- 
ed her girlhood sin. She made .her 
will in preparation for hte triple trag- 
edy and showed that she had care- 
fully planned the crimes. 

The bitterness of the family dissen- 
sion is shown by the letters, which 
forbade the husband’s relatives ‘o 
view the bodies even at the funeral. 

The three were found dead by Pa 
trolman Phillip Pliewiess at 8.30 
o'clock yesterday morning, when he 
entered the house at 690 Osgood street. 
Theodore Strack, 1414 Wolfram etree:, 
owner of the building, who called to 
collect the overdue rent, gave) the 
alarm. The two men forced the front 
door and found the house filled with 
the still escaping gas. 

The two children are supposed to 
have been killed at midnight. ‘the 
mother’s body was still warm when 
found. 


Enmity of Long Standing. 


A year ago Michels left his wife. 
Later they were reconciled, but three 
months ago she filed suit for divorcee, 
In her letter Mrs. Michels accused her 
husband’s family of winning him 
away from her and of being respon- 
sible for the degradation into which 
she said he fell, 

Saturday Mrs, Michels called on 
Mrs. Goebi, her husband’s niece, and 
the quarrel that followed led to the 
tragedy. A threat to tell the child 
ren of the mother’s early mistake waa 
the final olow that crushed the wo- 
man. ‘Rather than face her children, 
when they should know of her guilt, 
and perhaps lose their love and re- 
spect she planned the murder and 
suicide, 

It was on the way home with her 
eon Gustav, who had heard part ot 
Mrs, Goebi's alleged threat of expos- 
ure, that Michels, the father, was 
seen. 

He was sitting in front of a saloon, 
the mother wrote in tne last letter, 
and the sight of hina, drunk and un- 
kempt, strengthened her purpose 
end her suffering. 

Dressed as for Gaia Occasion. 

The love of the mother for her two 
children whom she was about to kill 
is seen in the care with which sne 
had them dress. She put clean night 
gowns on them when she sent them to 
their room after supper. She placed 
clean linen on their two beds. i he 
made the room tidy as if for a gala 
occasion, 

She laid a hanatul of petunias one- 
side the pillow on the girl’s bed. Sne 
tied new, bright ribbons on the long 


brown curls and fastened her little 
pear) necklace about her neck. 

It must have been after the two 
children were asleep, amiling'in weir 
dreams, that the mother crep into 
the room and opened the gas jets. 
They died without awakening, still 
with the dream smiles parting their 


lips. 

The door to the children’s room had 
evidently been kept closed until they 
were dead, for the flow of gas would 
have gone to every other part of the 
house if the door had been left open, 
and the mother did not kill herself 
until several hours after the death ot 
her children, ‘ 
‘ The mother opened every gas jet in 
the house at the last and 6eated her 
self in a chair by the kitchen door, 
with her two farewell letters on wa: 
taole beside her. 7

W. A. Wilson, of Belmont, appoint- 
ed by the treasury department of the 
provincial government to adjust the 
hail insurance claims in the province, 
has returned to the city from a trip 
over the prov nee. 

“The adjustment of claims on the 
part of those stricken by hail are not 
generally made until tne end- of the 
uarvest,” said Mr, Wilson, “but in 
some cases where the damage has 
been about total, the farmers may 
wish to plow their fields under for 
seeding to iall wheat. In these cases 
permission has to be secured as to the 
damage done.” 

Mr. Wilson, who is only one of the

$8 per acre insurance. The adjustment 
is made at the close of the season, 
according to the percentage of loss. 
In the opinion of Mr. Wilson the dam- 
age by hail this year has not been as 
great in Alberta as last, but requisi- 
tions dor damages have come in pretty 
thick irom some localities. , 

Asked as to the crops at Belmont, 
where Mr, Wilson is ~a successful 
farmer, Mr. Wilson said he hag not 
seen such good crops in ten years. 
The oats and barley are particularly 
fine, with a sure prospect of a yield 
of from 60 to 80 bushels per acre of 
oats and 40 to 50 bushels of barley. 

“I see evidence on every hend of a 
bountiful harvest,” said Mr. Wilson, 
“end judge by the good spirits of the 
farmers everywhere that they are 
counting on a most successful year.”
